SCHEDULE 

TUTICORIN PORT EMPLOYEES (ACCEPTANCE OF EMPLOYMENT) 
AFTER RETIREMENT) FIRST AMENDMENT REGULATIONS, 1992 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 28 of the Major Port Trusts 
Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the Board of Trustees of the Tuticorin Port hereby 
makes the following Regulations further to amend the Tuticorin Port Employees 
(Acceptance of Employment after Retirement) Regulations, 1979, namely 

(1) These Regulations may be called the Tuticorin Port Employees 
(Acceptance of Employment after Retirement) First Amendment 
Regulations, 1992. 

(2) In the Tuticorin Port Employees (Acceptance of Employment after 
Retirement) Regulations, 1979, the following shall be added as 
Regulation 8 namely 

“8. Appeal : When the Chairman grants the permission applied for. 
subject to any conditions or refuses such permission, the officer 
may, within thirty days of receipt of the order of the Chairman 
to that effect, make a representation to the Central Government 
against any such conditions or the refusal and the Government 
may make such orders thereon as it deems fit. 
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Provided that no order other than an order cancelling such condition 
or granting sbeh permission without any conditions shall be made 
under this Regulation without giving the officer making the 
representation an opportunity to show cause against the order 
proposed to be made.” 

NOTE : The Tulicorin Port Employees (Acceptance of Employment 
after Retirement) Regulations, 1979, were published vide G. S. R. 
No. 106(E), of the Gazette of India Extraordinary, dated the 
1st March, 1979. 
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
